Harhorg  Link  the  htuncn  World 

Desultory  thlnJUng  over  the  creaticn 
of  a harbor  comml«ion  and  a concur- 
rent fear  of  port  duet  teem  tometlmet 
to  be  entertained  by  thoae  who  do  not  fully 
understand  that  a deepaea  haibor  U a 
necessity  to  this  community  if  It  Is  to  be 
linked  with  the  trade  of  the  world.  Ships 
are  attracted  where  they  find  safe  berth- 
ing and  cargoes.  All  of  the  resolutions  In 
the  book  will  never  bring  one  ship  Into 
port,  unless  there  Is  s trading  advantage 
entailed. 

The  early  pioneers  of  Victoria  knew  that 
Tlie  "Rlthet*'  piers  began  as  a private  enter- 
prise. and  went  on  to  create  national  com- 
merce for  Canada.  What  politics  there  has 
been  In  the  case  for  three  decades  has  been 
only  to  the  detriment  of  the  conununlty. 


The  national  docks  were  built  in  the  wrong 
place  and  left  unprotected,  and  from  that 
day  to  this  they  have  been  of  small  help  In 
the  task  of  attracting  deepaea  shipping 
here. 

Victoria  could  ilt  down  in  that  position 
forever,  letting  other  ports  farther  from  the 
ocean  take  the  cream  of  the  business  and 
the  profit.  There  is,  on  the  other  hand,  no 
reason  why  this  community  should  remain 
obstructed,  through  inertia,  or  fears,  or 
by  special  cliques  which  may  have  axes  to 
grind.  A deepsca  harbor  would  put  Vic- 
toria back  on  the  trade  routes  of  the  world. 
It  can  be  had  if  all  energies  are  pooled  In 
that  direction.  Moreover,  as  often  pointed 
out.  this  Is  business  of  national  concern — 
tonnage  on  Canadian  railways,  or  the  lack 
of  It  In  years  to  come. 


Provincial  Buflgetn  Have  Become  Minlefidinf^ 


PUBLIC  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year 
1947-48  tabled  In  the  Legislature  afford 
some  ground  for  gratification.  In  the 
sense  that  they  record  Increasing  develop- 
ment of  the  province.  Nevertheless,  as  a 
reflection  of  fiscal  policy  the  accounts  are 
open  to  severe  criticism.  Almost  without 
exception,  returns  of  revenue  as  related  to 
that  year's  budget  disclose  under-estlma- 
tlon  running  Into  many  millions  of  dollars 
In  the  aggregate,  actual  revenue  ex- 
ceeded the  estimate  by  almost  $14,000,000. 
taking  into  account  the  fourth  quarter's 
Installment  of  the  Dominion  grant,  unpaid 
when  the  accounts  were  closed  and  carried 
over  Into  the  current  fiscal  year.  While  It 
is  true  that  expenditures  ai«o  passed  the 
expected  total,  the  Treasury  ended  the  year 
with  a surplus  of  almost  $10,000,000.  On 
the  Income  aide,  liquor  revenue  estimates 
were  short  of  the  mark  by  $5,000,000,  motor 
licence  fees  by  $1,500,000,  gasoline  taxes  by 
$1,400,000  and  forest  revenue  by  $3,000,000. 


It  is  too  much  to  believe  that  these  Im- 
proved revenues  could  not  have  been  fore- 
seen in  large  part. 

There  are  many  who  regard  the  budget 
for  the  current  fiscal  year  as  equally  un- 
realistic. For  one  example,  despite  the  fact 
that  liquor  profits  in  1947-48  totaled  $10.- 
000,000,  the  Minister  of  Finance  allowed  a 
figure  of  only  $13,500,000  In  the  estimates 
for  this  year.  Returns  for  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  projected  to  its  end.  suggest  $18.- 
000,000  as  a more  likely  figure.  In  the 
budgets  of  other  major  revenue-producing 
departments  the  story  U much  the  same. 

The  Government,  therefore,  can  have 
only  Itself  to  blame  If  Its  policy  of  under- 
estimating Income  Is  construed  as  an 
attempt  to  Justify  Imposition  of  the  sales 
tax.  There  were  many  on  both  sides  of  the 
House  last  year,  the  former  Finance  Min- 
ister Included,  who  contended  that  the 
budget  could  have  been  balanced  without 
new  taxation.  It  looks  as  If  they  were  right. 


Should  Be  !So  Strinfis  to  ISetvfoitndland^it  Entry 


The  Federal  Parliament  is  reflecting  the 
mood  of  the  nation  In  endorsing  the 
union  of  Newfoundland  with  Canada. 
In  so  far  as  this  country  is  concerned  the 
subject  has  bedii  singularly  free  from  con- 
troversy. A warm  welcome  awaits  the 
people  of  the  Ancient  Colony  when  they 
take  their  place  as  Canadian  members  of 
the  Dominlon'i  tenth  province,  thus  con- 
summating the  original  dream  of  Confed- 
eration. The  union  should  benefit  and 
strengthen  both  Canada  and  Newfound- 
land. 

A desirable  requisite  is  that  the  details  of 
onion  should  put  Newfoundland  on  a par 
with  the  other  nine  provinces  In  every  re- 
spect. There  need  be  no  undue  distinction 
of  trade  or  of  financial  equality  as  they 
affect  Dbminion-Provlncial  relations.  If 
the  situation  Impels  some  slight  Initial  dif- 


ference, the  scales  should  be  weighted  in 
favor  of  Newfoundland.  It  will  be  the  wish 
of  the  Canadian  people  that  no  disadvan- 
tage should  accrue  to  the  new  province 
because  of  union.  This  country  can  afford 
to  be  wholly  genqroui  In  the  details  of  the 
agreement. 

Since  a bill  is  to  be  presented  to  abolish 
Privy  Council  appeals,  it  seems  irrelevant 
to  retain  the  clause  prohibiting  the  export 
of  Newfoundland  margarine  to  other  prov- 
inces now  that  the  Supreme  Court  has 
ruled  any  Federal  ban  to  be  ultra  vires. 
Its  Judgment  is  not  likely  to  be  appealed  In 
the  Interim,  and  in  any  case  a dangerous 
precedent  would  be  established  In  Interfer- 
ing with  the  normal  flow  of  commodities 
from  one  province  to  another.  The  Ancient 
Colony  should  be  taken  into  the  Canadian 
family  without  any  strings  of  this  nature 
attached  to  it.

I ehould  like  to  compliment  both  on  the  itand 
they  Have  taken.  Cmdr  Beard'a  auESetUon  of 
equality  of  aharea  la  an  extremely  generoua  fea- 
ture, but.  In  the  final  analysts.  It  la  a queatlon 
of  principle  rather  than  dollars  and  cents  Why 
should  this  large  aura  of  money  be  turned  over  to 
a fund,  the  existence  of  which  I'll  warr\nt  la 
practically  unknown  to  many  ax-navy  men 
and  or  their  dependents,  and  If  It  la  known  or 
suspected,  the  method  of  making  an  appeal  feo  It 
In  case  of  need  la  practically  a mystery? 

As  to  the  claim  that  the  dlatrlbuUon  of  these 
moneys  la  a tremendous  task,  I am  of  the  opinion 
this  la  so  much  eye-wash. 

At  the  end  of  hoelUltlM  the  Oovemment  dis- 
tributed grmtuiUes  and  rehabllHaticm  credits  to 
all  members  of  the  forces,  the  eredlU  food  for  a 
period  of  ten  years,  and  iHerefore  they  have  at 
hand  a record  of  all  persona  entitled  to  the  prise 
money  Also,  there  la  the  matter  of  medals  which 
have  yet  to  be  distributed  and,  here  again,  they 
have  a ermplete  record  of  those  enUUed.

The  drama  of  Oardinal  Ulnds- 
lenty  already  has  been  written 
by  a great  poet  (1948  Nobel  Prise  wlo- 
nerl,  T 8.  EUot.  bringing  his  powerful 
Imagination  to  bear'  upon  an  event 
remote  In  time;  the  murder  of  Thomas 
Becket,  Archbishop  of  Canterbxiry, 
after  a "popular"  trial  by  loyal  knlghte 
of  King  Henry  11. 

Without  making  all-embracing  par- 
allels. the  Issue  then  was  the  same 
as  now.  The  King  (the  Ststei,  who 
had  bestowed  upon  the  great  arch- 
bishop many  favors,  broke  with  him 
because  of  Becket's  refusal  to  accept 
the  authority  of  the  State  over  mattere 
spiritual,  where  his  allegiance  was  to 
the  Holy  See  Becket  went  abroad, 
and  the  State  would  have  liked  noth- 
ing better  than  that  he  remain  abroad 
and  not  return  to  force,  by  hia  pres- 
ence. the  Issue.  But  Becket,  like  Car- 
dinal Mindsaenty,  relumed. 

Becket.  an  austere  aecetlc,  once  had 
been  a worldly  man,  loving  luxurious 
reAnemente.  the  faaclnallng  Intrigues 
of  politics,  temporal  power.  And  al- 
though he  was  adored  by  the  people  of 
Canterbury,  whose  hearts  were  with 
him.  they  by  no  means  welcomed  his 
return,  for.  as  the  chorus  of  the  women 
of  Canterbury  reveal  In  their  chants, 
they  feared,  above  all.  further  oppres- 
sions of  the  State  that  might  fall  upon 
them  from  his  stand.  They  were  not 
heroes:  Utey  wanted  most  to  be  let 
alone. 

Nor  was  Becket  free  of  templatlona. 
as  presented  by  the  four  tempters  In 
the  most  powerful  scenes  of  EUol’s 
drama.  The  Arst  appealed  to  his  old 
love  of  luxury  and  privilege,  to  be 
bought  by.  mere  silence;  "Be  easy, 
man!  The  easy  man  leaves  to  eat  the 
best  dinners.’* 

The  second  appealed  to  his  ancient 
love  of  power.  Give  up,  the  tempter 
urged,  this  "prleaUy  pretension.**  Join 
the  forcea  of  the  State  Disavow 
the  authority  of  the  Holy  Bee.  "Real 
power  le  purchased  at  price  of  certain
